TO  THE  TEADE 

With  pleasure  we  are  presenting  to 
the  trade  our  1929  plant  catalog  and 
wish  to  call  your  attention  to  our  re¬ 
cord  as  plant  growers  and  shippers. 

Sixteen  years  ago  when  the  writer 
was  a  strapping  youth  my  father  w’ould 
plant  a  space  about  one  hundred  feet 
square  in  turnips  in  the  fall  of  the  year 
and  learned  by  planting  cabbage  in 
with  the  turnips  that  the  turnips  would 
protect  the  cabbage  from  the  cold  and 
we  could  set  the  cabbage  in  the  fields 
in  January,  this  giving  us  plants  that 
would  stand  the  cold  and  head  early  in 
the  spring.  One  season  the  turnips 
failed  to  germinate  and  the  cabbage 
came  through  0.  K.,  and  we  learned 
that  the  cabbage  could  be  grown  in  the 
open  fields  during  the  winter.  At  first 
we  began  selling  to  our  neighbors  and 
in  a  short  time  oegan  shipping  to  near 
by  points  and  in  just  a  few  years  our 
business  grew  until  it  kept  one  busy 
handling  the  orders.  From  this  small 
beginning  our  business  has  grown  far 
beyond  our  greatest  expectations  and 
today  we  ship  plants  by  the  millions 
to  every  state  in  the  union,  and  have 
a  few  customers  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  that  we  have  been  shipping  for 
the  past  three  years. 

The  past  ten  years  have  been  devot¬ 
ed  entirely  to  the  growing  and  shipping 
of  plants,  and  we  supply  some  of  the 
largest  and  most  prosperous  growers 
of  Cabbage,  Bermuda  Onion,  Tomatoes 
and  other  vegetables  their  plants  year 
after  year. 

Last  season  we  shipped  one  Alabama 
dealer  68  different  orders  amounting 
to  over  a  million  plants,  and  one  Ten¬ 
nessee  grower  used  one  million  eight 
hundred  thousand  of  our  cabbage 
plants.  One  large  northern  canner  used 
nine  solid  car  loads  of  our  tomato 
plants.  These  customers  have  been 
with  us  for  the  past  three  seasons. 

We  are  planning  for  two  hundred 
million  Cabbage,  Bermuda  Onion,  To¬ 
mato  and  other  plants  this  season,  and

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GEORGIA  GROWN  PLANTS 

We  are  located  in  the  Coastal  Plain 
Section  of  Georgia  and  have  a  sandy 
loam  soil,  especially  adapted  to  the 
growing  of  cabbage,  onion,  tomato  and 
other  vegetable  plants. 

We  plant  cabbage  and  onions  every 
month  in  the  year,  but  our  largest 
acreage  is  during  October  and  Novem¬ 
ber  and  the  plants  make  a  slow  steady 
growth  during  the  winter  months  and 
are  strong,  well  rooted  and  almost  in 
a  dormant  state  and  will  stand  an  un¬ 
usual  amount  of  cold  without  injury. 
Our  plants  have  not  been  killed  when 
temperatures  were  ten  above  Zero,  and 
some  of  our  customers  have  reported 
that  zero  weather  did  not  kill  their 
plants. 

Some  seed  houses  and  South  Caro¬ 
lina  Plant  Growers  have  circulated  the 
report  that  Georgia  Grown  Plants  would 
not  stand  the  cold  like  plants  grown 
along  the  coast,  but  this  is  a  mistake 
and  we  know  that  our  plants  will  stand 
as  much  cold  as  plants  grown  any¬ 
where  and  the  Georgia  plant  section 
could  not  sell  a  billion  plants  each  sea¬ 
son  unless  they  produced  the  desired 
results. 

You  can  recall  the  time  when  your 
mother  would  save  yeast  from  day  to 
day  and  bake  bread.  Of  course  you  do ; 
no  person  could  forget  that  flavor.  But 
we  are  living  in  the  specialized  age  and 
today  your  bread  is  cooked  by  the  Bak¬ 
er  specializing  in  bread.  The  same  ap¬ 
plies  to  all  other  lines  and  instead  of 
making  a  hot  bed  and  growing  your 
own  plants  today  they  are  purchased 
from  reliable  growers  specializing  in 
plants.

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CABBAGE  PLANTS 

TO  GROW  A  GOOD  CROP  OF 
CABBAGE 

The  soil  should  be  rich  and  the  pre¬ 
paration  thorough.  Set  plants  15  to 
20  inches  apart  placing  them  in  the 
ground  up  to  the  first  leaves,  this  will 
keep  the  stem  from  freezing  and  burst¬ 
ing  open.  For  early  cabbage  use  Frost- 
Proof  plants  as  they  will  make  three 
to  four  weeks  earlier  than  hot  house  or 
home  grown  plants.  You  can  set  plants 
the  middle  of  January  on  until  March, 
through  the  South.  Through  the  Cen¬ 
tral  and  Northern  states  our  plants  can 
be  set  out  the  middle  of  February  on 
through  May.  Order  your  Frost-Proof 
plants  now.  We  have  a  good  supply. 
Set  8  to  12  thousand  plants  per  acre.

We  consider  this  one  of  the  best  cab¬ 
bage  grown  because  our  trade  has  learn¬ 
ed  that  it  is  a  large  earlier  header  and  . 
we  get  more  orders  for  this  than  any 
other  variety  of  cabbage  we  grow.  It 
is  the  right  variety  of  pointed  cabbage 
for  shipment  and  it  makes  a  splendid 
early  cabbage  for  home  use.  Only 
about  ten  days  later  than  the  Early 
Jersey  Wakefield. 

EARLY  JERSEY  WAKEFIELD 

This  has  always  been  popular  for 
early  cabbage,  especially  through  the 
south,  as  it  is  one  of  the  earliest  var¬ 
ieties,  exceedingly  hardy  and  resisting 
cold  and  other  unfavorable  conditions 
and  maturing  medium,  uniform  pointed 
heads  of  excellent  quality. 

HENDERSON  SUCCESSION 

Long  a  favorite  with  Southern  ship¬ 
pers.  A  good  second  early  and  is  a 
splendid  all  purpose  cabbage  for  both 
spring  and  fall  plantings.  Medium  to 
large  size,  round  flat  heads  and  very  re¬ 
liable  variety.

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COPENHAGEN  MARKET 

This  variety  has  not  been  grown 
through  the  south  but  a  few  years  but 
a  leader  among  the  northern  growers 
for  several  years.  Heads  exceptional¬ 
ly  large  for  this  extra  early  variety. 
Upright,  vigorous  growth,  short  stem 
with  few  outer  leaves.  Will  mature  as 
early  as  Charleston  Wakefield,  heads 
nearly  round,  of  excellent  quality  and 
very  desirable  for  home  and  market 
gardens. 

FLAT  DUTCH,  EARLY  AND  LATE 

Both  of  these  Flat  Dutch  are  good 
and  they  are  known  the  world  over  for 
their  sure  head  crop  under  adverse  con¬ 
ditions. 


WHAT  TO  DO  WHEN  PLANTS 
ARRIVE 

Plants  will  look  discouraging  to  you 
if  you  have  never  used  frost-proof 
plants  before.  Probably  a  little  yellow 
and  dried  out,  but  they  will  come  out 
O.  K.  Plants  can  be  set  in  the  fields 
immediately.  If  ground  is  frozen  and 
too  wet  to  set  in  the  fields,  place  plants 
in  cellar  on  damp  burlap  or  other  damp 
places. 


OUR  GUARANTEE 

It  is  impracticable  to  guarantee  seed 
or  plants  as  their  yield  depends  upon 
the  amount  of  rain  or  drouth,  cold  or 
heat  and  insects  below  and  above  the 
ground  and  we  do  not  guarantee  any 
yield.  We  do  guarantee  our  plants  to 
be  of  a  good  size,  large  enough  for 
transplanting  and  to  pack  in  a  manner 
so  as  to  reach  you  in  good  growing  con¬ 
dition.  Any  plants  not  satisfactory  on 
arrival  we  will  refund  the  purchase 
price,  but  in  no  case  will  we  be  respon¬ 
sible  for  more  than  the  amount  paid  us 
for  plants.

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ONION  PLANTS 

When  you  hear  anyone  mention 
Onion  Plants,  of  course  you  think  that 
they  are  talking  about  Texas  grown 
onion  plants,  but  for  the  past  few  years 
we  have  increased  our  plantings  here 
in  South  Georgia  until  it  is  surprising 
how  many  onion  plants  are  grown  in 
Georgia.  Another  feature  when  buy¬ 
ing  onion  plants  from  us,  you  are  buy¬ 
ing  first  plants,  or  the  best,  and  not 
what  is  known  as  seconds.  Seconds  is 
where  they  plant  the  Onion  seed  for 
plants  and  when  they  come  up  they 
transplant  the  most  healthy  plants  in 
their  own  fields  and  sell  the  remainder 
of  their  plants  for  what  they  can  get 
for  them,  as  they  have  no  use  for  them 
after  setting  their  field,  and  they  are 
willing  to  take  just  any  old  price  for 
them.  This  is  not  the  way  with  our 
plants. 

We  plant  our  onion  seed  for  plant  pur¬ 
poses  alone,  and  we  take  the  choice 
plants  and  give  our  customers  and  leave 
the  trash  and  sorry  plants  in  fields 
as  refuse,  where  they  should  be.  Bear 
this  fact  in  mind  that  we  use  the  very 
best  seed  obtainable  in  growing  our 
onion  plants,  importing  them  ourselves 
direct  from  the  oldest  and  most  reliable 
growers  in  the  Teneriffe  Canary  Is¬ 
lands  and  that  you  get  as  good  plants 
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from  US  as  it  is  possible  to  grow. 

We  have  planted  for  a  hundred  mil¬ 
lion  onion  plants  this  season  and  be¬ 
lieve  that  we  will  have  enough  to  fill 
all  orders,  ho'wever  each  season  our  in¬ 
crease  in  these  orders  are  more  than 
we  expect  and  we  have  for  the  past 
few  years  had  to  return  some  orders 
because  we  have  not  had  enough  plants 
to  fill  all  orders. 

Our  location  is  in  jmur  favor  too,  as 
we  are  a  thousand  miles  nearer  you,  if 
you  are  east  of  the  Mississippi,  and 
can  save  you  at  least  24  hours  on  de¬ 
livery  of  all  orders  for  these  onion 
plants.  This  quicker  delivery  will  put 
you  the  plants  in  better  condition  and 
no  loss  from  spoiled  plants,  and  the 
most  of  us  want  the  plants  when  we 
order  them,  just  as  quick  as  possible 
for  them  to  be  delivered. 

You  no  doubt  know  how  easy  it  is 
to  grow  Onions  from  sets,  and  now  you 
can  grow  them  from  plants  easier  and 
quicker  than  from  sets,  just  set  plants 
out  same  as  you  would  onion  sets  and 
they  will  mature  two  or  three  weeks 
earlier  than  sets.  Another  feature  in 
favor  of  the  plants  over  sets  is  that  you 
will  get  large  yields  from  plants  and 
your  onions  will  keep  better  if  grown 
from  plants.  Set  forty  to  sixty  thous¬ 
and  plants  per  acre. 

Onion  plants  are  even  hardier  than 
cabbage  plants,  as  it  will  have  to  get 
cold  enough  to  freeze  the  bulb  to  kill 
the  onion  and  we  have  had  the  tops 
killed  completely  down  and  they  would 
come  out  quickly  and  make  good  onions. 
You  need  not  be  afraid  to  order  onion 
plants,  for  they  will  surely  make  the 
onions. 


PRIZETAKER 

The  Prizetaker  has  been  successfully 
grown  in  practically  every  onion  grow¬ 
ing  section  of  the  country  and  is  con¬ 
sidered  one  of  the  best  onions  grown  to¬ 
day.  It  is  a  light  straw  colored  onion 
with  pure  white  flesh,  very  flne  grain, 
mild  flavor  and  will  keep  for  any  reason¬ 
able  length  of  time.
